CHAPTER 565.

The governor of the state of Wisconsin is hereby
authorized to attend and represent the state of Wisconsin at
any and all conferences of governors, and to make such arrange-
ments as he may deem necessary for the state of Wisconsin to
hear its share of the expenses of such conferences.

SectroN 2. A sum sufficient to carry out the provisions of
this act is hereby appropriated out of any money in the state
treasury not otherwise appropriated, not exceeding the sum of
one thousand dollars.

This act shall take effect and be in foree from and
after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 566.

AN ACT to amend sections 1658, 1659, 1660, and 1661; repeal
sections 1662 and 1664; create mew sections 1662 and 1664;
amend sections 1665 and 1666 ; create new sections 1666a and
1666b ; amend sections 1668 and 4432 ; and create section 1670h
of the statutes, all relating to weights and measures, and mak-
ing an appropriation therefor.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represenied in Senatc and
Assemdly, do cnact as follows:

SeEcTioN 1. Sections 1658, 1659, 1660, and 1661 of the sta-
futes are amended to read: Section 1658. The weights and
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weasures aud the seales and beams, reccived from the Unated
States undcr @ resolution of congress, approved June 14th, 1836,
and such new weights and megsurcs and scales and beams in ad-
dition thercto or in rencwal thereof, and such as shall be made
under the direction of the new state * * * superinfendent
of weights and measures in conformity therewith, and certified
{o by the national burecau of standards * * *, shall ¢ ¢ *
be the * * * fafe standards.

Section 1659. 1. * * * Thc dairy and food commissioner
shall be * * * crofficio state * * % superintendent of
weights and measures. The superintendent may appeint, sub-
ject fo the rules of the state eivil scrvice commission a chief in-
speetor of walghls and mcasures, who shall receive an anvial
compensalion of siclcca hundred dolars, end necessary travel-
ing erpcnses, and une stenographer for the office of weighis and
measures, with an annual salary of twclve hundred dollars. The
dairy and food commissioner may appoint not more than five
additional dairy and food inspectors, at a salary of not to cxcred
tiwelve hundred dollars per year and necessary traveling expenses.

2. He shall teke chirge of the standards adopted by section
1658 as the standards of the stale; cause them to be kept in a
fire-proof bulldng Lelonging to the state, from which they shall
not be romovod coeepl for repairs or for certification; and take
all other necessary precautions for their safe-keeping. He shall
maintain the state standards in good order and shall submt
theawm once in ten ycars to the national bureau of standards for
cortification. He shall keep a seal which shall be so formed as
to impress the letters ““Wis.”” upon the weights and measures,
seales, and beaws sealed by him, * ® ® and he shall correct
the standards of the screral cities, and as often as once in five
years, compare the same with those in his posscssion, and shall
scal the savie when tried and proved to be in conformity to the
stale standards * % %,

3. He shall have and kecp a general supervision of the weights
and wmeasures and the weighing and measuring devices of the
stale and Tnowse in the stale.  He or his inspectors by his derec-
tinns shall, upon the wrillcn requést of any citizen, firm, or cor-
poralion, or educational {nstitulion of the state, test or calibrate
weightls, meusurcs, weighing or measuring devices, and instru-
menls or apparatus used as standards in this state.

4. e, or his inspcelors by his divection, shall at least once
annually {est all scales, weights, and measures used in checking
the reecipt or dishursement of supplies in every institution under
the jurisdiction of the state board of control. And he shall re-
port in wriling his findings to such board of control and to the
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crecutive officer of the institution concerned; and at the request
of such officer, the supcrintendent of weights and measures shall
appoint in writing one or more cmployces, then in the actual
service of such instifution, who shall act as special deputies for
the purpose of checking the receipt and disbursement of supplies.

5. He shall keep n complete vecord of the standards, balances,
and other apparatus belonging fo the state and take receipt for
same from his successor in office. He shall annually, during the
sccond week of January, make to the governor a report of the
work done by his office. The state superintendent, or his deputy
or inspectors by his direction, shall inspect all the standards used
by the citics at least once in cach two years and shall keep a
record of the same.

6. He, or his inspectors by his direction, shall at least once in
each two years visit the various cities of the stare in order to
tnspect the work of the local sealers; and in the performance of
such dutics, he or his inspectors by his direction may inspect the
weights, measures, balinces, or any weight or measuring ap-
pliance of any person, firm, or corporaiion and shall have the
same powers as the local sealer of weights and measures. The
superintendent of weights and measures shall issue from time
to time, regulalions for the guidance of all sealers, and the said
requlations shall govern the procedure to be followed by the
aforesaid officers in 1he discharge of their duties.

Section 1661. 1. * * * Thereshallbe * * * ¢ty

# * * gealer of weights and measures * * * in all
cities having a population of more than five thousand inhebi-
tants according to the last official state or United States census,
who shall be appoinlced by the mayor from a list to be furnished
by the state or local civil service board and under the rules of
said board. He shall be paid a salary to be fized by the bosrd
or body authorized to fix the salaries of city officials, and shall
be provided with suitable office quarters in said city, and no fees
shall be charged by him or by the cily for inspection or testing
of weights, measures, or weighing or measuring devices.

2. Where not otherwise provided by law, the city sealer shall
within his city inspect, test, try, and ascertain if they are correct,
all weights, scales, beams, measures of every kind, instruments,
or mechanical devices for measurement, and tools, appliances, or
accessories connected with any or all such tnstruments or meas-
urements, used or employed within the city by any proprietor,
agent, lessee, or employee in determining the size, quantity, cz-
tent, area, or measurement of quantities, things, produce, articles
for distribution, or consumption, offered or submitted by suck
person or persons for sale, for hire, or award.

3. He shall, at least once in each year or as much oftener as
he may deem necessary, see that all weights, measures, and weigh-
ing and measuring apparatus used in the city are correct.

Seetion 1668. The bushel in * * * struck measure shall
contain two thousand one hundred fifty and forty-two hundreths
cubic inches: The half bushel and the parts thereof shall cor-
respend in capacity to that ef the bushel and shall be the stand-
ard measure for fruits, vegetables, and other dry commodities
customarily sold by hcaped mesasare; and in measuring such
commodities, the hall bushel or other smaller measure shall be
heaped as high as may be without special effort or design.

SecTION . There are added to the statutes two new sections
to read: Section 1666a. 1. Bottles used for the sale of milk
and cream shall be of the capacity of half gallon, three pints, one
quart, one pint, half pint, one gill, filled full to the bottom of
the lip. The following variations on individual bottles or jars
may be allowed, but the average contents of not less than twen-
ty-ive bottles selected at random from at least four times the
nuinber tested must not be in error by more than one-quarter
of the tolerances: six drams above and six drams below on the
half gallon; five drams above and five drams below on the three-
pint; four drams above and four drams below on the quart;
three drams ahove and three drams below on the pint; two drams
above and two drams below on the half pint; two drams above
and two drams below on the gill. Bottles or jars used for the
sale of milk shall have clearly blown or otherwise permanently
marked: in the side of the bottle, the capacity of the bottle and
the word ‘‘Sealed’’ and in the side or bottom of the bottle the
name, initials or the trade mark of the manufacturer and desig-
nating number, which designating number shall be different for
cach manufacturer and may be used in indentifying the bottles.

No person, firm, or corporation shall deliver any
coal, charcoal, or coke without cach such delivery being accom-
panied by a delivering ticket and a duplicate thereof, on each of
which shall be in ink, or other indelible substance, distinctly ex-
pressed in pounds, the gross weight of the load, the tare of the
delivery vehicle, and the quantity, or quantities of coal, char-
coal, or coke, contained in the cart, wagon, or other vehicle used
in such deliveries, with the name of the purchaser thereof, and
the name of the dealer from whom purchased. One of these
tickets shall be surrendered to the sealer of weights and meas-
ures npon his demand, for his inspection, and this ticket or

Until the first day of January, nineteen hundred
and twelve, nothing contained in this act shall prevent the use,
sale, or disposal of crates, boxes, barrels, cream jars and bottles,
or packages heretofore lawfully purchased or acquired but not
conforming to the standards fixed by section 1668 of the stat-
utes as herein amended. )

SecrioN 9. Nothing contained in section three of this act
shall interfere with present incumbents of any office in a de-
partment of bureau of weights and measures heretofore created

and presently existing in any city of the first class.

CHAPTER 567.

AN ACT to create the Wisconsin memorial park commission;
to authorize the setting aside of a portion of Camp Randall to
be used as a memorial park; and to make an appropriation
therefor.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented tn Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEctioN 1. The governor shall, on or before the fifteenth day
of July, A. D. 1911, appoint three commissioners, cach of whom
shall have scrved in the ecivil war, who shall constitute a com-
mission to he known as the Wisconsin memorial park com-
mission.

Skerion 2. Tt shall be the duty of, and said connmission is
anthoriz.d to set aside a portion of Camp Randall to be used as
a memorial park. Such park shall include a portion of Camp
Randall not to exceed tweniy-five rods square and shall be lo-
